Inviting all residents of the pro­ 
posed Incorporated city of Torrance 
to a maw meeting In the Steffen 
Hall, Torrance, the Incorporation 
Committee had billed the district 
notifying everyone to be present 
last Tuesday evening for the pur­ 
pose of giving out first hand Infor­ 
mation as to what had been done 
and the methods of procedure. G.

- A. Proctor, chairman, reviewed the 
steps taken by his committee In In­ 
corporation procedures, In chrono­ 
logical order, the objections they 
rnet, reconsiderations and the final 
action by the board of supervisors. 
That part of Lomlta North of Aca­ 
cia street was well represented and 
there were two or three who stren­ 
uously objected to being taken in, 
one in particular because the north 
edge of Acacia street had been de­ 
cided <upo& as the boundary line. 
TMe leave* the whole street in' the 
county, with no possible chance of 
balng improved or paved by the 
new city. While this was the prin­ 
cipal objection, other questions 
v/ere asked, but more of a nature 
tot enlightenment, and the meeting 
developed into one oT merriment. 

The water supply question, gas 
" Service, sewage, taxes, garbage,

  and even raal estate values were 
discussed, as well as the 40-acre site 
sold to a large manufacturing con­ 
cern just on the line of the Re- 
dondo Road. The chairman con­ 
tended that this large factory lo- 
cutejt so near the Lomlta property 
vio^Kd be of unestimatable benefit 
to residents In that section, arid as 
factories generally expand, natur- 

.... -ally this whole section would be 
baaef Itted as much., as property to 
the north.

Senator Carter, representing the 
North End Lomlta section addressed 
the meeting and stated the prin­ 
cipal objections of his clients and 
asked for information concerning 
witter supplies, etc., which were 
satisfactorily answered.

A. Qpurdler, postmaster of Tor­ 
rance, explained In a very able 
r..tinner the tax rate and showed 
the people who are now within the 
b undarles of Torrance that they 
wjuld actually save about 44 cents 
per hundred on their tax rate after 
Torrance was Incorporated even it 
t'aa rate were placed at the maxi­ 
mum. Tbis was accounted for by 
eliminating the 80c per hundred 
Rialntatuance tax now In force in 
Torrance. To those In the Lomlta 

, sji;tlon, were the rate placed at the 
Uiaxlmum they would not be pay­ 
ing more than 35c per hundred 
over what they »ow pay. Mr. 
Courdler stated, however, that this 
v,\rnld not likely follow, as there 
iv.TO several million dollars im­ 
provements In Torrance In the way 
ot factories that they hoped would 
a^t to keep the rates approximately 
lit what they now are tor the total 
 county tax, or even less.

The meeting closed with the 
statement from the chairman that 
they were going to. tight for every 
T,ut of land granted them by the 
b^ard of supervisors, the general 
impression belug thit the meeting 
hj,d the best possible results for 
the incorporation of turrance, and 
hud made many votes tor the af­ 
firmative.

big company.

Just what amount of money Is 
^involved In the deal cannot be 
learned today. Attorneys and of­ 
ficials of both companies are work­ 
ing on the plans.

W. L. Stewart, president of the 
Union Tool Company, immediately 
left for New York late Wednes­ 
day nlgb,t after the papers were 
liigned, and letters were put in the 
mall for stockholders, offering them 
the chance to sell out to the Na­ 
tional Supply Company.

There are but 100 stockholders 
who will receive notices this week, 
It was announced by James Barr, 
president of the National Supply 
Company.

The fact that the National Sup­ 
ply company has taken over the 
properties of the Uuron Tool com- 
palnes is a harbinger of a tremen­ 
dous era of industrial expansion in 
Torrance. It forbodes establish­ 
ment of great oil well supply ma­ 
chinery shops, which come under 
the broad wing of the National 
Supply company.

In California the National Sup­ 
ply company has many branch 
stores, located in Bakersfleld, Brea, 
Coalinga, McKittrick, Orqutt, San 
Francisco, Taft, S.unset, Shale Sis- 
quoc, but the general offices for 
the Pacific coast department are 
in Los Angeles, where they also 
have a, very large warehouse.
